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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Batchelder 
(US 5054107) in view of Vischer et al. (US 4032748). 

Batchelder discloses the claimed invention including inter alia, a heater for heating fluid 
comprising: at least one radiant energy source; a vessel 12 for carrying a fluid to be heated 
wherein said vessel is coiled around said radiant energy source 10; a reflecting chamber 
surrounding said vessel and said radiant energy source; at least one device for monitoring the 
temperature of said fluid at the outlet end of said vessel; and at least one control device for 
adjusting the radiation emitted from said radiant energy source in response to changes in the 
temperature recorded by said device for monitoring the temperature of said fluid, thermocouple 
164 is encased in an inert casing and immersed in the process fluid at the outlet end of the quartz 
coil for controlling the flow and or heating of the radiant heat source. Batchelder fails to 
anticipate the claimed invention only in that the coiled tube 12 is disclosed as being quartz tubing 
rather than the claimed PTFE tubing. It is noted that Batchelder discloses the quartz tubing 
being connected to TEFLON tubing at the inlet and outlet. 

Vischer discloses using a coiled PTFE tube in a fluid heating device comprising an 
electric heating element used to heat fluid within the tube so as to allow for expansion and 
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contraction of the coiled tubing. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made, in view of Vischer, to modify the device of Batchelder to use a 
PTFE coiled tube in place of the rigid quartz tube to allow for expansion and contraction with 
out the need for the cushioning required with the quartz tube.

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05/09/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the combination of the prior art is improper because there is no 
teaching in the art to combine nor is there any motivation in the art to combine. The examiner 
disagrees. It should be noted that the combination of elements found in the prior art needn't be 
for the same purpose that applicant has made the combination. Although applicant has combined 
the elements of a coiled PTFE tube with the radiant heater structure of Batchelder, in order that 
the device could be used to he HF without the undesired etching of the quartz tubing, the use of a 
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PTFE tube in place of the quartz tube in order to provide the benefits of scale reduction and 
removal as taught by Vischer is no less a valid reason to combine the claimed limitations thereby 
arriving at applicant's invention;
